15th, some storms in August, fine and late

picking season, crop two and a half million 
bales. : 

Here you see with all the surroundings 
about the same — frost at the same time—the 
crop was reduced on account of a wet July 
four hundred and thirty thousand bales. 

The price has fluctuated some for spots 
the past week, having gone down from 25c. 
to 24, and then up to 24} for middlings in 
New York; but futures have been greatly 
excited, having gone down two cents per 
pound early in the week, and risen the same 
amount the last three days. The first was 
due to the general belief that our crop 
would be four millions and over, and the 
almost entire withdrawal of spinners from 
the market, both here and in Liverpool 

But as Manchester spinners have reduced 
their stocks eighty thousand bales in the last 
month, and now only hold ten days’ supply, 
and our own spinners have only taken 75,000 
bales from the port, and but very few bales 
overland in the past six weeks, while they 
have spun up 125,000 bales in the same time, 
together with reported injury to the crop 
from rain and caterpillars, it is likely we 
may see higher prices within a few weeks. 

Another thing that may help cotton just at 
this time. Spinners in Europe are carrying 
large stocks of manufactured goods, which 
it is their interest to sell at as high a price as 
possible. When cotton is going up, with a 
prospect of damage to the crop, there is 
always a strong demand for goods at better 
prices. So it is just now to the interest of 
spinners to foster and increase any excite- 
ment there may be in the market, so as to 
run off their larger stocks of gdéods, and 

make new contracts at good prices for the 
future, before the time comes that every one 
is expecting latter on, when cotton and goods 
too, will be much lower. 

Manchester spinners have bought in the 
last three weeks only 17,000 bales of Ameri- 
can per week, and they now see the folly of 
reducing their stock of this sort so low—by 
going into the market all together and thus 
forcing the price up on themselves. How- 
ever, this may be a partof “their little game” 
to sell their goods at high prices, and, if so, it 
is likely they will succeed. We would call 
the special attention of those of our readers 
who preserve these articles for reference, to 
the latter part of our last week’s article.

The friends of David A. Mende, whe were for a 
short time, before his lamente/| death, associated with 
him in official duties, have expressed their apprecia- 
tion of his character and private worth in a series of 
resolutions already given to the public. A more e- 
tended notice of the deceased is called for by those 
who knew him well, honored and loved him. Mr. 
Meade was but 38 years of age at the time of his death. 
He was closely related to that dignified and beloved 
man, Bishop Meade, of Virginia, and was u cousin of 
R. K. Meade, the distinguished representative of the 
Petersbarg district. He was bern and reared in the 
county of Brunswick, and leaves a father, Oliver H. 
Meade, a sister to whom he was tenderly attached, 
and a brother, to mourn his early death. At the be- 
ginning of the late war, Mr. Meade, though only six- 
teen, joined the 34 Virginia Cavalry, which was the 
first company that left his county for the field, and 
he continued constantly in the service of hie State 
till in the very last hours of the dreadfal conflict he 
was stricken down and received that fearful wound, 
which sent him to his honored tomb, after seven years 
of such suffering as was never exceeded. It is the 
common lot of mortal to go through life without 
great occasions for doing good or acquiring fame. 
A quiet, unpretending diecharge of duty, is about as 
much as the vast maltitade of men who make up the 
world, can expect to found their fame upon for this 
world, and their hopes for the next. By this test 
David A. Meade went throagh life and to his early 
grave, an example and a model.
